A MAGNIFICENT AUDIENCE. 


How the Lyrie Idol of Two Continents 
Was Received and Heard. 


SOME SIGHTS BEHIND THE SCENES. 


Wonders of the Oomplicated Mechanism 
of the Great Stage. 


PATTI SAYS THE HALL IS PERFECT, 


When one speaks of the audience at the 
Auditorium one speaks of society. There 
seemed to be nothing but society there last 
night, some well-known people being found 
standing. Ward McAllister’s 400“ cer- 
tainly would have to be increased in Chicago, 
for 400 names would in ne way show the 
society people’ who were there. 

They came early, too. They nad had ex- 
perience with the jam of the night before, 
and before 8 o’clock the vestibule was filled 
with people in full dress. There were opera 
cloaks with a suggestion of décolleté gowns 
beneath and overcoats showing the low cut 
of the dress suit. They expected the 
doors to open at7o’clock, and were disap- 
pointed when they did not. They grumbled 
a little and crew their wraps ana coats a lit- 
tle closer about them, but, being ladies and 
gentlemen, they made no open complaints, 
although it was uncomfortable in the ex- 
treme, 

The doors opened about 7:15 and the pro- 
cession began at once. People came in shiv- 
ering and hesitated to leave their wraps in 
cioak-rooms. It was a magnificent crowd, 
though, much more magnificent than that of 
the night before. Every one was in full dress, 
even those standing up. It was the most 
brilliant audience probably ever seen in Chi- 
cago. Monday night there were many who 
worked in simply to see the interior. They 
didn’t have dress suits, and wouldn’t have 
known how to wear.them if hey had. These 
were absent lastnight; it was an opera audi- 
ence exclusively. a 

The opera season proper opened last even- 
ing with a performance of Gounod's Romeo 
and Juliet,” with Mme. Adelina Patti as 
Juliet. The immense house was crowded 
from pit to dome, and a careful survey failed 
to disclose a vacant seat in any portion. 
As it was a “Patti night“ as well us the first 
evening of the opera the chief interest was 
naturally centered in the songstress. She 
was received with the customary applause 
upon her entrance, Her frst important solo 
number, the vocal waltz, might have been 
expected—from its nature and the graceful 
and bewitching turns of its melody—to arouse 
the listeners to a high piteh of enthusiasm, 
but it failed to produce such effect. it was 
received with applause at the close, but, 
though it was moderately expressive of up- 
proval, there was nothing of a genuinely 
spontaneous nature about it and no attempt 
to secure a repetition. 

At this point a couple of floral tributes were 
passed up over the footlights and’ re- 
ceived with the usual acknowledg- 
menta, The interpretation of this waltz 
was not remarkabie for its brilliancy, the 
songstress apparently taking 1 her 
voice. The first act passed off Without any 
remarkable features: In the second act 
Romeo's cavatina, “ Amor, Si la tua face,” 
was sung with brilliant effect by Sig. Ravelli. 
Though somewhat lacking in true retinement, 
the high B naturals which he took several 
times were of the nature of welcome cli- 
maxes. The love scene later in the act was 
reasonably impressive, and at the close Mme. 
Patti and Sig. Ravelli were calied before the 
curtain, yet even here the audience was far 
from wildly demonstrative. Mme. Bauer- 
meister in the small part of Gertrude made, 
on the whole,a tavorable impression, es- 
pecially in passages which displayed her low 
notes. Sig. Del Puente as Mercutio sang the 
‘(Queen Mab” episode with good effect, though 
scarcely with his old resonance of voice. 
Sig. de Vaschetti, as Capulet, gave the music 
assigned to the rdie with good power and a 
carrying quality of tone which was quite ef- 
fective at times. Sig. Perugini, as Tebaldo, 
was rather overweighted with the part. His 
intonation appears more accurate than it was 
the lest time he was heard here, yet it was 
not wholly satisfa :tory. 

The orchestra was much better than the 
preceding evening, appearing much more 
capable than upon that occasion, but there 
was nothing remarkable in its work. The 
costumes were bright and pleasing, fresh, 
with excellent contrast of color, and weil 
chosen for the general effect. The stage 
settings were chaste and appropriate, pro- 
ducing an effect of real magnificence. 

SOMETHING ABOUT PATTI’S VOICE. . 

It is evident Mme. Patti’s voice is not en- 
tirely the same that it was formerly, say ten 
or a dozen yearsago. -The technical facility 
is still there to a great extent, but it 
does not possess the same limpid qual- 
itv, and it is evident that it requires more 
care .in its management than formerly. 
Even her intonation, which was formerly 80 
taultless, is less pure than it used to be, 
though the lapses from absolute truth are 
not so marked as to be offensive. It is a 
matter of fact, however, that she does sing 
fiat at times. As regards the matter of 
warmth, which is so essential for the proper 
interpretation of the music assigned to 
Juliet, und so imperatively demanded for the 
delineataon of the ardent character of the 
heroine, Patti never did pessess it, so that 
even were ber vocalization absolutely faultiess 
there would still be ieft much to be desired. 

The arrangement ot the tomb scene was 
somewhat different from that usually seen. 
The stage setting in the last scene was one 
of extraordinary magnificence, The tomb 
was of vast dimensions, ana a beautiful ef- 
fect was produced bv the moonlight stream- 
ing through a window upon the right center 
and a door upon the stage level. It afforaed 
an excellent illustration of the remarkable 
resources of the vast stage. 

TAMAGNO IN “WILLIAM TELL” TONIGHT. 

The great tenor Francesco Tamagno will 
appear as Arnold in William Tell“ tonight. 
It will be his first appearance in America 
and one of the events of the present season. 
He will be supported by Mmes. Vaida, Bauer- 
meister, Claire, and Sigs.

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GEN. d. Ww. SMITH KNOCKED DOWN 
AND ROBBED ON SCHILLER STREET. 


He Reaches His Home on State Street, 
Btood Fiowing from Two Ugiy Wounds, 
and Medical Aid Is Summoned— He In- 

: juries Somewhat Serious, but Not Con- 

s sidered Dangeroac—The Trouble in the 
Home for Inecurabies Before Judge 
Tuley—The President’s Return to Wash- 
ington. 

Gen. George W. Smith of the law firm of Smith 


& Pence and the exPresidént of the Union 
League Club was knocked down and robbed on 


Schiller street, between Clark street and Dear- 


born avenue, at 6 o'clock last night. 

Gen. Smith was so severely injured that Drs. 
Chew and Henrotin had to be called. An exami- 
nation showed that he had received a long and 
dangerous gash on the back of the head and an 
ugly cut over the left eye, indicating that he was 
assaulted from both the front and rear. His 
wounds were carefully dressed and an opiate ad- 
ministered, under the influence of which he was 
sleeping at midnight. 

The General had gotten off a Clark street car 
at the corner of Schiller street and was walking 
aiong the north side of the latter street toward 
bis home, No. 514 North State street, when as- 
saulted. He was thinking of some law matter 
and did not pay any attention to the two men 
whom he saw skulking near the alley. He did 
not anticipate an assault until struck a stinging 
blow in tne face, doubtiess with brass knuckles, 
as the wound is of such acharaoter as to pre- 
clude the possibility of its having been 
done with the bare fist. This staggered 
him, and before he could recover 
himself he received another powerful blow 
in the back of the head. This knocked him 
down, and while prostrate the thieves, for such 
they were, began searching him for valuabies. 
They secured a quantity of loose change, but 
9 overlooked a valuable gold watch 
and afew dilis of large denomination which the 
General happened to have with him. o thieves 
were probably frightened away, as r search 
was of a hurried characier. a 

Gen. Smith made his way home with the blood 
streaming down his face and tho back of his 
head. Dr. Chew said the wounds were quite se- 
rious, and would confine the General to his home 
for several days at the least. He thought the 
wound in the bac’ of the head was the most to 
be feared, and likely to cause trouble. 
That Gen, Smith was not more seriously injured 
is largely due to good fortune and his splendid 
physique. Ordinarily the blow he received on 
5 — ot the head would have fractured the 
skull, 

Schiller street, where the assault was made, is 
quiet and secluded evenin the day time, and 
after dark it is even more so. The few pedestri- 
ans Who pass along there at night are generally 
well-to-do: people residing on Dearborn ave- 
nue, State street, or some of the other 
fashionable streets in the neighborhood. They 
are also the people most likely to carry money 
and valuables. The police have anticipated that 
footpads would select this loculity, and up to 
last night Capt. Schuettler had six men in citi- 
zen's clothes working through the neighborhood. 
They were detailed on other work last night, and 
it is just possible that Gen. Smuth’s assailants 
were aware of the change. 

Gen. Smith has furnished a partial description 
of his assailants, and the police are now !ooking 
for them. 


HOME FOR INCURABLES IN COURT, 


Jadge Tuley Uncertain of His Jurisdiction 
—The Two Sides of the Story. 

The investigation of the Home for Incurables 
got into court in earnest vefore Judge Tuley 
yesterday: but itis doubtful whether it will go 
much further than a beginning. Judge Tuley is 
not sure of his jurisdiction in the case. 

Such an investigation as this,“ he said at the 
conclusion of the reading of the affidavits, ‘is 
anomalous and unprecedented in a chancery 
court in America. I have some doubts of the 
Attorney General's position in the matter. He 
declined to become a complainant and was made 
a defendant. I don't know whether I could try 
the case without the Attorney General's pres- 
ence in the court.” 5 

Tne Attorney General 1s codefendant in the 
suit with the Home for Incuradies and President 
Hariow N. Higinbotham, the complainants being 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hamill and Mrs. Jane Wilce, di- 
rectors, and George Bonham and Janet Gunn, 
former inmates. The complainants were repre- 
sented in court by Lawyers Seth F. Crews, Ly- 
man Trumbuli, and E. D. Owen. Lawyers Pence 
and Moore appeared for the defense. The com- 
piaint as amended, a document of 100 pages, 
dealt principally with the alieged cruelty of Ma- 
tron Catherine L. Barlow, about whom a good 
deal was written last sprmg. In the first place 
it says she has no right to the office. The con- 
stitution of the home, it declares, requires the 
election by the directors of aa Execu- 
tive Committee, which shall select a 
committeee of ten, and this latter committee 
must name a Superintendent, who shall have en- 
tire control of the internal affairs of the home. 
This provision, the bill avérs, was pever carried 
out, The directors themselves took the place of 
the committee of ten and the matron usurped 
the superintendency. 

The specific charges of cruelty against the 
matron are the same that were printed some 
time ago. These are the more important: That 
she sent a man named Jones to the Insane 
Asylum because he refused to sign a paperfexon- 
erating her: that when a man named 
Salisbury died with a malformed leg and the 
undertaker was unable to close the coffin 
on the corpse she advised him to break the leg; 
that she made an old woman who asked for 
warm milk drink hot milk that badly scalded 
her; that she threatened to send to Jefferson the 
incurables who cried from pain. The charges 
against Mrs. Barlow's favorite attendants are 
more serious. They are accused of beating the 
uneasy paticnts or of giving them opiates with- 
out the orders of the physicians in charge, and 
the case of James Botten is recalled. It is al- 
jeged that bevause Botten was querulous the 
attendants gagged and shackled him and 

umped morphine into him till he died. Joe 

iddieton, an attendant, is said to have tortured 
the patients, and besides to have made money 
enougb out of the home to buy five wagons and 
start up in the teaming business. 

Five physicians gave a partial corroboration 
of the charges of mismanagement in the bill, 
which asks for the removal of Mrs. Barlow and 
Mr. Higinbotham. 

The defendants answer with a general and a 
specific denial, averrmg that the charges are in- 
spired by the spite and malice of disappointed 
women who are in the minority. It says that 
Mrs. Hamill and Mrs. Wilce both signed reports 
at one time exonerating Mrs. Barlow. The 
Botten case bad been. specially investigated, 
and Mrs. Barlow had been proven innocent. 
Jones was actually insane. The undertaker 
denied that the matron had ordered him to break 
Salisbury's leg. In this way the answer took up 
the main points of the bill, denying them one by 
one. 

The Judge said be would look into the law 
over night and find out whether the investiga- 
tion could proceed without the aid of the Attor- 
ney General.

The warrant was sworn out at the request of 
the police, who desired to have the matter come 
up in court so that the officer might be vindi- 
cated. The talk that has been going around the 
neighborhood Mack feels has injured him great- 
ly. Pending the trial of the case he has been 
suspended by Chief Hubbard. The prisoner was 
locked up at the Thirty-fifth Street Station and 
was afterwards released on bail.

Tnosx threats of violence tomorrow against 
voters and the ticket peddlers of the Citi 
gens’ ticket are mere idle words. Policemen 
armed and in uniform will be stationed at 
every polling place. Those officers under the 
law will be under the control of the election 
judges. It will be their duty to obey such 
orders, and under the statute an officer 
making an arrest by direction of any judge 
shall be protected in making such arrest the 
same as if a warrant had been issued to him 
to make such arrest.”’ ‘ 

Supt. Hubbard has instructed his men as 
to this law, and they will doubtless see tha 
itis properly enforced. Failure to do so wil 
be a violation of the law, which can be prop- 
erly punished by the County Court.

FIXING TICKETS FOR TOMORROW. 

Uniless great care is taken by the voters to- 
morrow in arranging their tickets their vote 
will not count. Under the terms of the law, 
which it is not necessary to quote here, each 
voter has nine votes, which he can distribute 
equally among five, six, seven, eight, or nine 
men. Thus he can give one and four-fifths 
to each of five men or one vote to each of 
nine, He cannot distribute his nine votes 
among four men or three men or two men. 
Nor can he, as some seem to think, give nine 

votes to one man. He may, however, give 
one vote each to any number of candidates 
up to nine. 

The law has been interpreted also to mean 
that where the aggregate votes cast exceed 
nine.or fall below nine, except in cases 
where single votes are given to all candi- 
dates, the ballot is worthless and cannot be 
counted. Where the votes are not evenly 
divided also the ballots are worthless. 

‘As Tue Tripunz has frequently pointed 
out, the only combinations on a ticket per- 
missible are as follows: 

1, One and four-fifths votes for each of five can- 


8 tes. 5 . 
2. One and one-half votes for each of six can- 


tes. , 
3 sg and two-sevenths for each of seven can- 
4. One and one-eighth for each of eight candi- 


5. One vote for each of nine candidates. 
Thus on the Citizens’ ticket, which has six 
candidates, with one and a half votes each, & 

one Of the pasters for the party candidates, 

Witn one and four-fifths votes designated 

after the name, is used without change the 

ballot is worthless, because the aggregate vote 
will then be greater than nine. On the other 
hand, if the one and a half paster for the 

Citizens’ ticket is used on one of the party 

tickets the ballot is also made worthless, be- 

cause the aggregate is less than nine. 

These are matters for the scratching voter, 
who is likely to be numerous tomorrow, to 
remember. 
GREAT NEED OF COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

In the census report for 1880 it is shown that 
ot all the wealth produced by the manufactur- 
ing industries of the United States during the 
preceding year labor rectived on an average 
only 18 per cent. This is no guess work. The 
oficial figures are there to $ubstantiate it. They 
tnreiude labor of every sort. They include labor in 
the production of raw materiais as well as labor 
in the fabrication of the finished product. 7he 
census takes into view labor of every description. — 
Chicago Heraid. 

Phe census report of manufacturing indus- 
tries for 1880 shows that the flouring and 
grist mills handied the wheat crop of the 
country and turned it into flour valued at 505 

millions, The wages paid by the millers 
were $17,000,000, and the value of materials 
brought 441 millions. Does the Htrald assert 
that the labor employed in the production of 
the material called wheat is included in the 
census figures, which give the total wages of 
labor at 8047, 000, 000? This 8441, 000,000 worth 
of wheat means at least 850,000, 000 paid in 

Wages to the farmer, and 50 or 60 mulliens 

more represents the cost of transportation— 
mostly labor. 

, The slaughtering and meat- packing estab- 
lishments, paying $10,500,000 in wages in 

1880 and handling materials valued at $267,- 
000,000, turned out finished products wortn 
$503,000,000. Is the labor employed in the 
production of the materials called beeves and 
hogs and sheep included in the census fig- 
ures of 947 millions? Of course not. 

The American cotton mills, paying $45,000,- 
000 in wages and handling $113,000,000 worth 
of raw cotton turned cut goods valued at 
$210,000,000. The 110 millions’ worth of iabor 
and transportation in that cotton is not in 
the census tables of 947 millions. 

The sugar refineries, paying $2,800,000 in 
Wages and handling raw sugars ma- 
terials worth $144,000,000, turned out

of agricultural labor in that wool. 

Was there any farm labor in wool, or in 
cotton, or in sugar, or in wheat, or in live 
stock? Or does the Herald think all these 
things came into existence spontaneously— 
“just growed” like Topsy—and that they 
dumped themselves down free of raihhoad or 
water carriage at the door of the refinery, 
factory, mill, or slaughter- house! Or did the 
producers give them free gratis to the manu- 
facturers out of pure love! What was it 
which made these articles so costly for the 
manufacturer but labor—labor the reward 
of which is not given in the census returns, 
though it must be taken into account im cal- 
culating the amount of labor in a finished 
article! 8 

Tun Trisune advised the Springfield 
school authorities to give a little compulsory 
schooling to the Aegister of that city. They 
did it with the best of results, for the Register 
is beginning to see the light, and admits it. 
The Chicago School Board should now look 
after the sad case of the Herald editor and 
see to it that he gets a little primary instruc- 
tion for the sixteen weeks required by the 
law, for while he is fooling some of his read- 
ers he is making a laughing-stock of himself 
among all intelligent people. Compel him to 
go to school. 


VOTING FOR SIX OR FIVE DRAINAGE 
TRUSTEES, 

Voters must not forget that the system of 
balloting which will be in force tomorrow is 
a peculiar one, and that they will have to 
look sharp at their ballots or they will rob 
themselves of a part of their voting power. 

There are nine Trustees to be chosen. A 
voter may therefore put on his ticket ine 


names of nine men, and each of them will be 


credited with one vote. Butit is not likely 
that many will thus dilute their voting 
strength, for tnere is nothing to be gained 
by it, as the object in view is the election of 
six or five men who will haye the control of 
the board. To give nine votes to nine men 
when they could be concentrated on six or 
five is folly. For the same reason it is not 
likely that any man will vote: for eight per- 
sons, which the law authofizes him to do, 
giving to each a vote and an eighth (136) or 
for seven persons, giving each a vote and 
two-sevenths. 

The favorite combinations will be six men, 
each getting a vote and a half (150), or five, 
each getting one and four-fifths (145). It is 
well, therefore,for the voter to see that he 
has just so many names, and not more nor 
less, on his ticket, and that the proper frac- 
tions are marked opposite them. If the tick- 
et voted has six names and no fractions are 
marked each of the sixis credited with but 
one vote. It the fractions appear opposite five 
names and none is written opposite the sixth 
each of the six gets but ote vote. Thus, if 
the voter takes a ticket with five names on 
it and scratches one name off each of the re- 
maining four gets but one vote apiece, though 
one and four-fifths is printed opposite his 
name. 

To state it another way, it is impossible for 
a man to utilize his whole voting strength, 
which is nine votes, unless be votes for five 
or some greater number. If he votes for four 
or three, no matter what fractions he may 
mark down, each of his men will get but one 
vote, and he will have cast but four or three 
votes, as the case may be, instead of the 
nine the law gives him. If the voter scratehes 
a name off the Citizens’ ticket he must be 
careful to substitute another for it and to 
mark opposite it one and a half votes (10, 
or he will find that he has cast but five votes 
instead of nine. 

The best advice that can be given is to vote 
for six men a vote and a half apiece or for 
five men a vote and tour-fifths apiece. Any 
attempt to deviate from that, or to scratch 
without having a competent adviser, means a 
loss of votes. 


GOV. ALGER’S PROPOSITION. 

Gen. Alger's suggestion that the census be 
so taken as to show the physical and finan- 
cial condition of every surviving soldier“ 
might prove of great value if it could be car- 
ried out accurately and without delaying or 
complicating too much the general work of 


the enumerators. The census-takers could 


easily ascertain the numberof soldiers who 
are being supported by public charity, but as 
to those who are not in asylums, but claim to 
be in indigent circumstances, there might be 
great difficuity in getting at the facts, par- 
ticularly if it was supposed the information 
would be used afterwards in connection 
with the allowance of pensions. The first 
Dependent Pension bill wag adopted in 1818 
and provided a pension for all soldiers who 
had served nine months and Who, by rea- 
son of reduced circumstances, shall stand 
in need of assistance from their country for 
support.“ It had been estimated that this 
law would cost the country $160,000 per 
annum, but the expense was soon found to 
be nearly $3,000,000. The number of sud- 
denly discovered indigent soldiers was aston- 
ishing. The applications for indigent pen- 
sions were greater than the entire number of 
soldiers under Washington's command at 
any one time] It seemed not only that more 
men had survived than could be supposed on 
tne basis of any known tables of mortality, 
but that they were nearly all indigent and in 
need of support from their country. Over 
one-third the pensions allowed under this 
first dependent bill were afterwards found 
to be fraudulent. Men were known to give 
their property to their children or convey it 
in trust so that they could describe them- 
selves as peuniless and get the dependent 
pension. The law was afterwards amended 
so as to require every applicant to file a 
schedule of his property and take oath to his 
poverty. In this way some 6,000 cases o? 
fraud were discovered and the bogus pau- 
pers stricken from the pension roll. Nothing 
can be more certain than’ that like frauds 
would be attempted under ja Dependent Pen- 


sion bill at this time. A census showing 


“the financial and physical condition” of 
each soldier might be of great value if trust- 
worthy information could be obtained in- 
stead of statements made with a view to se- 
curing a dependent pension in the future. 


A QUESTION OF HONESTY, NOT OF PARTY. 

Two newspapers—the J.:0. and Times—are 
writing thrilling editorials about the vast 
party issues involved in tomorrow’s election, 
but neither attacks the candidates of the 
other. Boodiers who have stolen the uni- 
forms of party leaders are hurrying from 
ward to ward and appealing to Republicans 
and Democrats to “rally round the flag, boys, 
rally once again.“ 

But, with the exception of a few deluded 
partisans, nobody cun see why he is invited 
to the old battle ground on a drainage ques- 
tion or why he should do any rallying. 
There are no proper party issues, there are 
no proper party candidates. The flags are 
carried and the drums are beaten by men 
whose records have nothing fascinating 
about them. Is it evidence of Republican 
loyalty to march behind, Coy, who was a 
leader in the Lake-Front steal? Is it evi- 
dence of Democracy to rally for Gahan, who 
represents only the principles, methods, and 
wishes of the tax-dodging, tax-fighting, tax- 
shirking Stock-Yards company? 


The great issue tomorrow is: Shall honest 


or dishonest men get the control of the 
Drainage Board! Had the ten men nominat- 
ed by the two conventions been ail of ap- 
proved intelligence and integrity that ques- 
tion would not have arisen, for it would have 
been settled at the outset, and the voters, or 
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buch of mem as chose to go to the polls, 


would simply have nad to decide which of 
the two parties should have the ninth man 
and the incidental advantages reconcilabie 
with honest and economic administration 
which might flow from the control of the 
board. 

But the conventions dragged the question 
outside the domain of party and have made 
it for the taxpayers one of self- preservation. 
The capture of the conventions by the boodle 
elements of both parties and the nomination 
of men a majority of whom seek to be elected 
not for party but for personal advantage 
make the fight for the ninth man not one 
between Republicans and Democrats, but 
taxpayers and taxeaters. The question of 
politics will have to take care of itself; the 
one to be disposed of tomorrow is of high or 
low taxes, honesty or boodleism in expendi- 
ture, which is of interest to Democrats as 
much as to Republicans. 

Therefore when the boodler comes around 
disguised as a party orderly sergeant and 
says Fall in,“ there is no necessity for doing 
anything of the kind, he is an impostor and 
a fraud. There is no proper party fight, 
there are no proper party nominees. The 
party banners are not unfurled, or if they 
are they float above the heads of boodlers. 
Vote tomorrow as the duties of good citizen- 
ship, as self-preservation, as honesty bid. 
Vote for men not according to their party 
label, but according to their reputation for 
honesty and capacity. Vote against boodle 
and for economy.

AUDITORIUM ORATORY. 

One of the great objects to which the Au- 
ditorium has been dedicated is public speak- 
ing, and it is anticipated, not without reason, 
that in the years to come addresses, orations, 
and lectures by eminent speakers will be 
heard within that nobie interior. It was em- 
inently fitting, therefore, that the manage- 
ment. conceded so prominent a place to the 
uddresses on the dedication night, and it 
must be eminently satisfactory to them, as it 
is to the whole public, to know that the 
acoustics of the room are so excellent that 
any speaker can be héard even in its highest 
and most remote regions. 

As a rule, on popular occasions like these 
addresses are apt to be.tedious, Put that com- 
piaint can hardly be made against those de- 
livered Monday evening. Mayor Cregier, by 
virtue of bis official position, led the display 
of oratory. Hitherto during his career asa 
public man his speeches have been somewhat 
thin and vapid, but his address on this occa- 
sion was a genuine surprise. In manner it 
smacked too much of the country parson 
and was slow and unctuous to an exasperat- 
ing degree, but in matter it was dignified and 
appropriate, and in its peroration the Mayor 
indulged in a poetical flizht of imagery, apro- 
pos of the wedding of tne Auditorium and 
the World’s Fair, much higher than it was 
supposed his wings would carry him. Tun 
TRIBUNE has never before been an admirer 
of Mayor Cregier’s speeches, but on this oc- 
casion it must compliment him. 

The speecn of President Harrison was all 
the more grateful, being in the nature of a 
surprise, for it had been given out that he 
would not make any addresses during this 
hurried trip. It wasa great bonor that he 
shouid come at all, as it involved considera- 
ble personal discomfort, but he added to that 
nonor by consenting at the last moment to 
make a short address, and made it all the 
more gNceful by his apt and appropriate 
words. Gen. Harrison all through his cam- 
paign made an enviable record by his little 
speeches and his facility for saying just the 
right, words in the right place without once 
**slopping over.” In that way the little Audi- 
torium speech was a gem, and its closing 
sentence one of the most lofty, dignified, and 
beautiful of the many sentiments spoken 
that evening. The speech of the Hon. John 
S. Runnells was the set oration of the even- 
img, and it was in worthy hands. Mr. Run- 
nells, though not long a citizen here, has al- 
ready come to the front as the most graceful 
and finished of our public speakers on occa- 
sions of this kind. His polished rhetoric 
and well rounded periods, the grace 
and verve of his style, the brilliancy 
of his diction, and the poetical 
element in his composition combine to give 
us that happy blending of the scholar and 
the speaker of whick Col. Ingersoli is an 
illustration. Gov. Fifer was unfortunate in 
coming so late in the evening, but his ad- 
dress repaid attention. It was happily con- 
ceived and peculiariy graceful, especially in 
its tribute to the projector of the building. 
Mr. Peck’s name was not on the program, but 
the audience demanded him with an em- 
phasis which it was impossible for him to re- 
sist, and, under the inspiration of the scene 
and the conscioysness of a triumph which 
would satisfy any man, the quiet, hopeful, 
persistent President of tae Auditorium Asso- 
ciation added his mite to the oratory of the 
evening and did it gracefully and effectively. 
Thus his monument was dedicated, not only 
by the harmonies of music but also by the 
pleasant gift of speech.

HOW GUTHRIE GOT CLARK’S NOMINATION. 

As there have been some expressions of 
surprisé on the part of extreme partisans 
that this paper hds not seen fit to support 
Mr. O. E. Guthrie for Drainage Trustee, it 
may be as well to give a ‘good and valid rea- 
son therefor. 

A sufficient one is that he is not a nominee. 
He was never selected by the Republican 
Convention. Another and a better man was 
chosen by the votes of the delegates but was 
juggled and swindled out of his rights. John 
M. Clark, and not Mr. Guthrie, is the rigut- 
ful man whose name should appear on the 
Republican ticket. 

On the last ballot but one, the vote as an- 
nounced, stood Clark, 188; Guthrie, 185; 
Higinbotham, 4. One more vote would have 
given Mr. Clark a majority. Before the vote 
was announced Senator Eckhart, one of the 
Eleventh Ward delegates, who was acting as 
secretary, seeing how the vote stood, left 
the platform, went to the Chairman 
of his delegation and asked him to 
change his (the Senator’s) vote from 
Guthrie to Clark, which would have given 
the latter a majority. Though he was 
of right entitled to this the Chairman 
of. the delegation refused to do it, and so ad- 
mits in a letter to Tun Trisune. He refused 
to do it because the vote would have nomi- 
nated John M. Clark and defeated Guthrie. 
Clark would also have been nominated in 
spite of this had not the Chairman of the 
Twelfth Ward delegation voted three of the 
mermabers of the delegation who had left the 
convention for Guthrie, which he had no 
authority todo. Their votes should not have 
been counted at ail. They gave nobody any 
permission to vote them for Guthrie, whom 
they opposed. 

Leaving off these three votes, which were 
purloined, the real vote of the convention 
was:

This is a good and sufficient reason why no 
Republican paper or voter is bound to or 
should support Guthrie.

SOME FUTURE USES OF THE AUDITORIUM. 
Now that the Auditorium is dedicated and 
its first season has begun some afterthoughts 
occur in connection with the relations of the 
noble building to the whole public. Hereto- 
fore, upon occasions of opera seasons, great 
festivals, conventions, or meetings of any 
kind, Chicago, as a rule, has been cramped 
for room, and there has not been space 
enough to accommodate all in the city who 
have wanted to go. In consequence people 
living at a distance have not been able to se- 
cure tickets. Now Chicagois in a position 
to accommodate her country cousins who 
want to go to the opera or the big meetings. 
The present season is, of course, an excep- 
tional one, as all Chicago which cares for 
opera is desirous of attending because it is 
the opening, but, even for this season, many 
tickets have been purchased by opera-goers 
who have come here from long distances. 

Another thought is the provision made for 
the comfort of out-of-town people by the 
great hotel which occupies the same building 
and its easy communication with the Audi- 
torlum. In the same block also there are 
two large hotels, so that three or four thou- 
sand people can be accommodated after a 
performance almost by stepping from one 
door to another. There is no other place of 
amusement in the country which has tkese 
advantages. 

Still another thought. The wage-earners 
of Chicago have a joint interest in the Audi- 
torium with the wealthy classes. The man- 
agement of the Apollo Club, whose magnifi- 
cent chorus sang Monday evening, has out- 
lined two sets of concerts for this winter, one 
for its regular subscribers and the other, 
with the same artists, chorus, and music, for 
the wage-earners at merely nominal prices 
of admission. Replies tothe circulars sent 


employers and asking how many of their 
employés will take tickets have already been 
sent in sufficient number to indicate that the 
seating capacity of the great building will be 
taxed to accommodate the workingmen. 
Other entertainments for workingmen only 
in the form of concerts, lectures, and popular 
amusements at reasonable prices are 
already being outlined, so that labor and 
capital will have a joint interest in the 
splendid building. In Mr. Peck’s own words 
the Auditorium is “the temple where the 
rich and the poor and all classes can meet 
together upon common ground and be ele- 
vated and enlightened by the power of music 
now typified over this arch. It has been 
built out of the rich man’s largess and 
the poor man’s mite for the benefit of all.“ 
Gov. Fifer gave voice to the same sentiment 
in his words: “It is to be a resort preémi- 
nentiy of the people, where the increased 
number accommodated will bring prices 
within the reach of those of small means. 
It has been built to supply a need of the 
laboring people rather than as an investment 
for capitalists.’’ Better than all the others, 
President Harrison gave expression to the 
same sentiment: 


I wish that this great building may continue to 
be, to all your population, that which it should 
be, opening its doors from night to night, calling 
your people here away from care of business to 
those enjoyments and pursuits and entertain- 
ments which develop the souls of men, which 
will have power to inspire those whose lives are 
heavy with daily toil, and in this magnificent 
and enchanted presence lift them for a time out 
of those duil things into those higher things 
where men should live. 


THE RIGHT TIME TO LOCK THE STABLE 
DOOR. 

It has been the custom of Chicago to in- 
dulge to a greater extent than almost any 
other city in the country in the old-fashioned 
pastime of locking the stable door after the 
horse had been stolen—of displaying energy 
too late and taking precautions when they 
were useless. 

It is probably to the intensity of business 
life here that the unwillingness of people to 
give up five minutes of their time to voting 
is due, but it is a fact that citizens do fail to 
vote when they ought to, and as a conse- 
quence fly to the courts to do something 
which they could have done for themselves 
in a thousandth part of the time at the polls. 

It is not unlikely that the election for 
Drainage Trustees will be another repetition 
of the old story of negiect. The taxpayers 
will stay away from the polls, will say that 
„ they have not the time to spare, and will 
allow the Gahans, and Lynches, and Coys, 
and other unciean birds that are fighting for 
the privilege of settling down on the Drain- 
age District and ravaging it to be elected. 

There is no necessity for this. There is 
time enough for each voter to learn the 
simple issue involved—shali the drainage 
channel cost fifteen millions or tifty—and to 
study up the records of the men who are 
nominated for Trusteeships. If the voter 
does not know tae men, if he never heard of 
Tommy Lynch, the dashing young distiller, 
or of Coy of Lake-Front fame, or of Gutbrie 
of the Skokie cut-off, who was not nomi- 
nated by the majority, orof King, whe wants 
to spend ten millions a year in employing 
10,000 men on the drainage channel on 
“sojering’? days’ works, let him ask his 
friends and acquaintances. Some one of 
them will surely have heard of these great 
men, and will be able to tell him something 
about them which may send him to the polls 
in a hurry to yote against them. 

But it may be that the customary sloth and 
indifference of the taxpaying voter will be 
displayed and that the gang men will elect 
their gung candidates. When that has been 
done, when the horse has been stolen, the 
taxpayers who did not turn out will find that 
they have made a mistake, and will appeal 
to the courts. They will fight the Drainage 
act bitterly and persistently at great expense 
for lawyer fees. They will-take advantage 
of every technicality and every opportunity 
for delay. They will try to fight off the rob- 
ber job when the corrupt men whose election 
they might have prevented will have a 
chance to handle the taxes of the communi- 
ty. They may succeed, after much litiga- 
tion and much labor and expense and vexa- 
tion, but it woula be far cheaper and better 
for them to lock the stable door tomorrow by 
electing honest Trustees. 


PROMOTER SYNDICATES, 

It is reported that the English are not tak- 
ing kindly to the offered investment in the 
Minneapolis flour mills. There was little 
trouble in gaining original subscriptions. to 
the stock, but when these first buyers sought 
to unload on the English general public, or 
that part of it which has money to spare for 
the buying of industrial stocks, they encoun- 
tered an apathy which was to them a painful 
surprise. Less than 40 per cent of the round- 
ed out stock has been subscribed for, which 
leaves a wide margin of present loss to the 
projectors, or those who insured them, to say 
nothing of the huge profits they anticipated 
would fall to their lot as promoters of the 
scheme. And now they are being taunted in 
the public journals with their lack of suc- 
cess, which is adding insult to seif-inflicted 
injury. 

The fact seems to be that the projectors 
miscalculated the strength of the nominal 
posiuon. Thereis to the British public no 
magic in the names of Washburn and Pills- 
bury, though they be heralded far and wide 
in the Northwest. The milis hitherto op- 
erated under those names as tities have sent 


vast quantities of flour to the United King- 
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reached the consumer there in any other 
guise than as English ground. The same 
rule obtains with that as with American 
beef and hog product. John Bull is willing 
to pay top prices tor it if beguiied with the 
assurance that the material is of home manu- 
facture, while he would turn up his nose 
at the idea of eating either if he thought 
it came from the United States. Of 
course he is accommodated in his little 
prejudice, as the nation fof shopkeepers“ 
contains few who would allow such a paltry 
consideration as that to interfere with the 
“earning of an honest penny.“ Hence the 
belief by the good folks around the Falls of 
St. Anthony that the flour bags and barrels 
sent thence belt the civilized world does not 
extend to the old country, and the average 
Englishman would receive with an incredu- 
lous stare the suggestion that anybody in the 
(to him) far Northwest could help to fill his 
daily void. The fame achieved in this part 
of the world by the gentlemen referred to 
may be a lasting one, but on the other side 
of the Atlantic it amounts to no more than 
that of the soldier who is killed in battle and 
has his name misspelled in the builetin that 
announces the victory. 

This, however, is not a matter of such im- 
portance as is the question how much the 
business of the mills will be affected by the 
transfer. I, is hardly probable that the sales 
in England will be increased as a conse- 
quence, unless the flour should be offered to 
dealers on such terms as would reduce the 
profits of the syndicate toa mere song. On 
the other hand, it is not unlikely that their 
business in the United States will experience 
a decided falling off because of the prejudice 
which some will entertain against the pro- 
duction of a foreign corporation in our midst. 
In such case the reticence of the British in- 
vestor would be justified by the facts of the 
case. There is thus room for a wide margin of 
doubtas to the paying success of this venture, 
though the property has hitherte paid 
reasonably well and had a fair prospect of 
continuing to do so nad it remained in orig- 
inal hands. There is still more reason for 
query in regard to some of the other pur- 
chases made and in progress for the purpose 
of operating industrial enterprises in this 
country with avowedly foreign capital, The 
distinction may even become an odious one 
in the future if the conduct of these under- 
takings should develop features that mav be 
designated as anti-American by business 
rivals anxious for every opportunity to be- 
little them in the estimation of buyers, 


MJRMONISM IN ARIZONA, 

There is a general impression that the evil 
of Mormonism 1s confined to Utah, and taus 
far Congress has evidently shared the same 
opinion, as its legislation has been restricted 
to that Territory. It is apparent, however, 
that the time is not far distant when the 
Government will have to legislate for other 
Territories to check the schemes of that subtle 
and insidious church. 

The Arizona papers contain numerous pro- 
tests against the invasion of that Territory 
by the Latter Day Saints and the hold they 
are securing upon its politics and educational 
system under the immediate auspices and di- 
rect interposition of their church. The 
Albuquerque (N. M.) Citizen of a recent date 
contains a letter from Arizona written by 
Robert E. Morrison, son of Albert L. Mor- 
rison, who is well known in this city, which 
confirms the reports of the rapid spread of 
Mormonism throughout the Territory. To- 
day Arizona is practically in the hunds of 
the Mormons, and politically they control 
the balance of power. Mr. Morrison fur- 
nishes the followi Illustration: “In the 
County of Apache, at the election in the fall 
of 1888, out of 843 votes the Mormons cast 
225, and every one of them voted for the 
Democratic ticket under positive instructions 
from the church, This will apply with like 
force to the other counties of the Territory 
where the Saints live.” They hold the bal- 
ance of power, and it is thrown into either 
political camp as the church dictates, and 
thus in every instance the candidates of the 
church are elected. 

A still worse feature of Mormonism in 
Arizona is its hold upon the public-school 
system. In Apache County the church con- 
trols it. The Superintendent of Schools isa 
Mormon, likewise twoor three members of 
the Examining Board, and this board issues 
teachers’ certificates. “During the last 
year,”’ says Mr. Morrison, “ certificates have 
been issued to Mormons only, many of whom 
are utterly devoid of the qualificayons which 
a teacher should possess. In every Mormon 
school district a Mormon teacher is found 
and Gentile teachers are unabie to obtain 
positions.“ Polygamy is openly practiced. 
First wives, too old for child-bearing, are 
bundled off to Utah and their husbands are 
living with polygamous wives in defiance of 
law, because they control it, and these 
women vote at school elections, putting 
themselves on record as unmarried. The 
testimony recently taken in the Salt Lake 
cases convicted the Mormons upon their own 
admissions of being disloyal to tLe Govern- 
ment of the United States. This disloyalty 
is not confined to Utah. In a recent sermon 
delivered at Snowflake, in Arizona, John 
Henry Smith, one of the Apostles, uttered | 
the most treasonable sentiments and defied 
the authority of the Government. At Spring- 
erville and other places the National flag has 
been hoisted upside down and otherwise in- 
sulted. 

As the lines have been drawn tighter in 
Uteh the church has quietly sent out its 
colonies into Arizona and New Mexico. 
These colonists have carried with them the 
dogmas and practices of the church and put 
them into force as soon as they are strong 
enough. Slowly but surely they are spread- 
ing the pestiferous doctrines of polygamy 
and disloyalty throughout these Territories, 
controlling politics and dominating educa- 
tion. Evidently it is folly to temporize any 
longer. Heroic measures must be adopted. 
Congress must grapple with the evil. The 
testimony in the Salt Lake cases shows that 
existing legislation fails to get at the root of 
the evil. Either, therefore, some new and 
drastic measures must be devised or Con- 
gress must confess itself powerless to ovar- 
come the disloyalty of the Mormon Church 
and compel obedience to law. 


ACCORDING to the newspaper reports Mr. 
Irus Coy talked on drainage for balf an hour 
last evening at one of his meetings, and dur- 
ing the course of the entertainment made 
some slight reference to the treacherous vote 
which he gave in 1869 in favor of the Lake- 
Front steal bill, and his further vote in favor 
of passing the steal over the veto of Gov. 
Palmer, who gave the best and strongest of 
arguments why the rotten, corrupt job 
should not go through. But Mr. Coy’s ex- 
planation was not full enough. It did not 
explain his reasons for voting for the bill. 
He did not tell whether he did it out of 
malice for Chicago, or because he was a fool 
and knew no better, or because there were 
inducements held out to him which he, being 
au impecunious man and anxious to make his 
fortune in the world, could not afford to dis- 
regurd. Yet that information was what the 
people were hankering after. They wanted 
to know why Coy voted as he did, and 
whether Coy would explain all that was said 
of him in the Chicago papers at the time he 
voted for the corrupt bill—rough things they 
were, Coy will remember. 

But they were disappointed. Coy skulked. 
He dodged. He did not let out all the peril- 


ous stuff” that ne has on his memory. He fell 
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him about this? But the story is false. There 
was no such paper. All the Chicago papers 
were as a unit in denouncing the bill which 
Coy supported. Therefore Coy dared give 
no name to the tissue of lying insinuations 
he wove for fear he would be cailed to ac 
count for hbelous utterances. 


Tuis is the shameless, open way in which 
the Jnter-Ocean editorially indorses the propo- 
sition that the Stock-Yards company be 
given two representatives—one a Democrat 
and the othera Republican—on the Drainage 
Board, so it may escape its just share of the 
burdens of taxation and unload them on other 


people: 

The first man nominated by the Republican 
convention for Drainage Trustee was the Hon. 
Irus Coy of Hyde Park. He had, substantially, 
the solid support of the wards formerly compos- 
ing Hyde Park and Lake. For some sixteen 

ears he has resided in the former and done 

usiness in the latter. He is the attorney of the 
Union Stock- Yards, one of tne greatest business 
organizations of the country, and which Ras enor- 
mods property interests to protect; He was in- 
duced to be a candidate, primarily, because that 
corporation felt the need of having a Board of 
Tyuste which would keep down (18) expenses. 


How many voters will indorse this brazen 
confession by voting against their own in- 
terests? 


Mr. Inus Coy took the floor night before 
last and gave what he pretended to cali an 
explanation of the Lake-Front steal and his 
vote for it. According to him all there was 
to that bill was the forced saie by the city to 
the railroad companies of the three blocks 
between Monroe and Randolph for $800,000, 
which the city claimed was only about half 
the true value. The twenty years that have 
passed by since Coy voted to pass the huge 
Lake-Froaot steal over Gov. Palmer’s veto 
have weakened his memory. He forgets that 
the important part of that measure, that 
which met with the most bitter and persist- 
ent hostility from ail Chicagoans, was the 
gift—not the sale—of the outer harbor of the 
hundreds of acres of submerged land worth 
tens of millions to the Illinois Central. Will- 
Mr. Coy brush up his memory and explain 
his vote for that section of the bill which 
timed at robbing this city of twenty million 
dollars“ worth of property? 


Mr. Guthrie Not a Regularly Nominated 
Candidate. 

THE TRIBUNE has been informed by a Twelfth 
Ward delegate in the recent Republican Sani 
tary Convention that on the ballot on which Mr. 
O. W. Guthrie secured his alleged nomination 
for Drainage Trustee the Chairman of his dele- 
gation, William Dunne,a nephew of the said 
Guthrie, cast the solid vote of such delegation 
for Guthrie, though at the time (three delegates 
opposed to Guthrie were absent. Had those dele- 
gates not been counted for Guthrie he would 
have been defeated and John M. Clark would 
have obtained the nomination. Add to this fact 
that Mr. George Birkhoff Jr., a4 real-estate agent, 
who was Chairman of the Eleventh Ward dele- 
gation, writes to THs TRIBUNE to say, among 
other things: “Senator Eckhart wanted to 
vote for Clark when he saw that his vote would 
nominate him.” This is a voluntary confession 
on Mr. Birkhoff's part that as Chairman of the 
Eleventh Ward delegation he prevented a proper 
expression by the convention, that by failing to 
announce Senator Eckhart’s vote as the latter 
wished it announced he prevented the nomina- 
tion of Clark and secured the nomination of 
Guthrie. All changes in votes at the instance of 
those casting them were proper before the an- 
nouncement of the full vote. Senator Eckhart 
left his seat on the platform, went to where his 
ward delegation sat, and demanded that his vote 
should be properly announced. Mr. Birkhoff re- 
fused to make the announcement, thus unfairly 
and improperly preventing Mr. Clark’s nomina- 
tion. Can nominations secured as Mr. Guthrie's 
was have any claims to loyal Republican sup- 
port? Guthrie did not receive the vote of the 
majority of the convention and was fraudulently 
declared a nominee, when in fact John M. Clark 
received a majority of the votes.
